Having obtained a fine example of the type-species, P. lobitar ‘sts, 
from Jurimaguas, Peru, I find that my conjectural reference of it 
to the Geophor idee was mistaken, and it is really nearly related 
to Durrantia, and also to Xylorycta. Zeller’s account, quite correct 
so far as it goes, is nevertheless insufficient, and I therefore now 
give the full characters.

I am compelled to 
suppress the genus Aphanowena, in which it would be placed, 
because I find its components to be derived from four different 
groups of Antacotricha, the stalking or coincidence of 7 and 8 having 
arisen independently in each instance; the group is therefore 
heterogeneous and cannot stand, and the characters of Antacotricha 
must be enlarged to admit this variation of structure. Energia 
Wals. is the same genus and therefore also sinks in Antaeéotricha ; 
it was referred by its author (or his specialist assistants) to the 
Gelechiadae, stated to be “an early form of the Glyphidocera group,” 
and ‘‘closely allied to Durrantia” (a typical Xyloryctid), whilst 
they do not even recognize Antaeotricha as distinct from Stenoma 
placed in a widely separated family Stenonudae, a striking instance 
of erroneous classification based on artificial characters.
